POINT ARGUELLO, Calif., 
July 12 (AP)—The United States 
today fired Midas III, the first 
missile alarm satellite to pass 
over Russia. It went into a rec- 
ord 1850-mile-high circular orbit. 


Satellites in egg-shaped orbits 
have gone higher. Previous high 
circular orbit was about 300 
miles, by one of the Discoverer 

Z | satellites, 
| The orbit altitude was a pleas- 


ant surprise. The best the Air 


| Force had hoped for was about 
500 miles, 


High altitude benefits the ef-

Midas III is circling the globe 
once every 2 hours and 40 min- 
utes. The orbit is nearly circu- 
lar, as desired, 

The-orbit was achieved by re-

The satellite, after a series of 
disappointing delays, roared 
aloft at 8:12 a.m. from this Navy 
space base and into a polar 
orbit that will carry it repeated- 
ly over Soviet territory,

Would Accomplish Key 
Points of Reorgani- 
zation Bills Killed by 


Legislature Earlier 


This Year. 


Proposals to centralize admin- 
istrative control of the St. Louis 
public school system in the 
hands of Superintendent of 
Instruction Philip J. Hickey 
were presented to the Board of 
Education last night. 

If adopted, the proposed 
changes would accomplish key 
elements of the school board's 
administrative reorganization 
bills, which were _ defeated 
earlier this year by the Missouri 
Legislature. 


Board member James S. Mc- | 


Clellan, sponsor of the propos- 
als, said the rule changes would 
centralize administrative author- 
ity and responsibility ‘‘to the 
fullest extent permitted by pres- 
ent law.” 

Would Extend Authority. 

The Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion, acting as chairman of the 
existing committee of executive 
officers, would have power to 
supervise administration of all 
departments, subject to the con- 
sent of the other executive of- 
ficers and the school board, Mc- 
Clellan said. 

In turn, the superintendent 
would be held responsible by the 
board for proper administration 
of the school system, he ex- 
plained. 

In other actions, the board: 


1. Approved a budget ‘of $40,- | 


481,459 for the 1961-62 fiscal 
year, which began July 1. 

2. Empowered secretary- 
treasurer Mervyn E. Wiethaupt 
to enter into a two-month insur- 
ance contract against fire and 
other damage. for all school 
buildings presently covered by 
the school board's self-insurance 
fund. 

3. Approved a resolution call- 
ing for the board’s withdrawal 
from the apprenticeship train- 
ing program if policies of ra- 
cial discrimination in the selec- 
tion of students. are found to 
exist.

Crowd of Ste. Gene- 
vieve Residents 
Keeps Non-Union 
Workers Prisoners.

STE, GENEVIEVE, Mo., July 
12—Operation of the strike-bound

pended today after an unruly 
' crowd besieged about 50 non 
union workers for 13 hours in 
the plant yesterday and stoned 
their automobiles when they left 

Morris M. Eisenberg, president 
|of the window sash company, 
said last night he would not re 
open the plant because he was 
not getting police protection from 
state or local authorities. 

The beleaguered president re- 
newed his appeals to Gov. John 
M. Dalton for troops or high- 
way patrolmen to keep order. 
He said that unless such help 
is forthcoming, the plant would 
have to remain closed indefinite- 
ly or he would have to capitulate 
to the demands of the strikers. 


“I’m not going to risk the 
lives of my men,” he said. He 
reported a brick was thrown 
through a window of his home 
last night, the fourth occurrence 
of this kind since the strike 
began last May 27. 

The non-strikers, who were re- 
cruited by Eisenberg from other 
towns and villages in the area 
of his historic Mississippi river 
town, entered the plant at 5:15 
a.m. yesterday to avoid picket 
lines set up by Local 400, United 
Glass and Ceramic Workers 
Union.

However, by early afternoon 
residents of this strongly union 
town began gathering at the 
plant driveway on Market street. 
Eisenberg had planned to end 
the work day at 2:30 p.m., but 
a crowd of 150 to 200 people had 
gathered by that time.

The strike sympathizers placed

Let the U.N. Decide 


Whether to resume nuclear weap- 
ons testing is a major question in 
Washington clamoring for an an- 
swer. Russia’s loss of interest in the 
Geneva test ban talks, coupled with 
the suspicion in some quarters that 
she is now testing, has increased 
the pressure for United States re- 
sumption of tests. 


The Administration will do well to 
canvass thoroughly the possible con- 
sequences of ending the moratorium 
on. testing. World opinion figured 
largely in initiating the moratorium 
in October 1958. If the United States 
now takes the lead in ending it, it 
risks bringing upon itself the con- 
demnation of the world. 


Again, if testing were resumed, 
it would be an invitation to all na- 
tions to seek membership in the 
‘nuclear club.” Explosions of ex- 
perimental bombs would increase 
and the dangers of fallout would be 
back with us. 


Another result would be accelera- 
tion of the arms race. Russia has 
already warned that if we start 
testing she will. From the feverish 
competition that would ensue might 
come even more deadly weapons 
than the H-bomb. 


A major casualty ef test resump- 
tion would be the blow administered 
to the world’s hopes for disarma- 
ment, which have risen markedly 
since the cessation of testing. The 
prospects of a world disarmed 
would be considerably dimmed, 


President Kennedy has taken steps 
to have a panel of scientists study 
the problem, a part of which is to 
try to determine whether Russia is 
actually testing. This is good as far 
as it goes. However, test resumption 
is not an issue to be resolved by a 
panel of American scientists, nor 
yet by the “‘free nations” with which 
we are allied. It is a problem for 
the world community and should be 
presented to the General Assembly 
of the United Nations. 


President Kennedy should be 
urged to take this important step, 
while renewed efforts at negotiation

Protecting an Investment 


It should hardly be necessary to adduce 
proof of ills to be corrected in order to justify 
Congress’s taking a thorough look into how its 
securities legislation is working out after hav- 
ing been in operation for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. Periodic.re-examinations at far shorter 
intervals should have come as a matter of 
course. There has been no full-dress inquiry 
into the enforcement and adequacy of the Se- 
curities and Exchange Act since the year 
after its passage 27 years ago, a well-nigh in- 
credible Case of the Slumbering Watchdog. 

If, however, evidence were needed that the 
Act requires tightened policing and the rein- 
forcement of additional legislation, the hear- 
ings. before the House Commerce subcommit- 
tee under the chairmanship of Representative 
Mack of Illinois have amply provided it. 

For all its protestations of rigorous enforce- 
ment, there has been an atmosphere of com- 
placency in the American Exchange, the sec- 
ond largest in the nation. There is as yet no 
sign that this attitude has been dispelled by 
the disclosure that two of its members, the 

*Res, manipulated the market and engaged in 
illegal sale of some $10,000,000 in securities. 
The expulsion of the Res has raised anew the 
question whether the potential conflict of in- 
terest inherent in the role of the “specialist” 
on the exchanges is tolerable. 

Specialists, who buy and sell on commission 
for other brokers, also buy and sell on their 
own account, and in the latter capacity they 
may have access to market information 
which other brokers cannot possess. To pre- 
vent their using this information for their 
own profit calls for extraordinary policing by 
the exchanges and supervision by the SEC. 
And there is a standing question whether it 
is the part of wisdom to put so much tempta- 
tion in a man’s way. 

Specialists are becoming an increasingly 
important part of the stock exchanges’ opera- 
tion and have come to be considered essential 
to stability of the market. More needs to be 
publicly known about their function, with its 
constructive uses and potential dangers, so 
that Congress may know whether their dual 
roles should be separated. 

SEC has been shown in the subcommittee 
hearings to lack some of the powers which are 
basic to its adequate functioning. Authority 
is required to regulate over-the-counter trad- 
ing, outside the regulated exchanges. More 
stock is traded in this way than in any other, 
but without requirement for full disclosure of 
information. 

SEC also requires authorization from Con- 
gress to regulate the growing business in mu- 
tual funds, the management of which is the 
subject of some 50 cases now in the courts. 

As groundwork for remedial legislation the 
Mack subcommittee recommends a $750,000 
appropriation for a study by the SEC, a sen- 
sible course. The Securities and Exchange Act 
and its operative agency, the SEC, have stood 
since the early days of the first Administration 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt as a safeguard for 
the investing public. They must be kept 
abreast of new developments in order to con- 
tinue doing so. 


Flexibility in Berlin? 

Just now when Washington and Moscow 
are stiffening positions on Berlin comes a sign 
that the Berliners themselves may be more 
flexible about their future. West Berlin’s 
Mayor Willy Brandt has suggested that a 
peace conference attended by the 52 World 
War II allies might “take the initiative from 
Premier Khrushchev.” Apparently he con- 
templates making the city part of a larger 
German neutral zone. Brandt also has ac- 
cused Chancellor Adenauer of trying to under- 
mine the Bundestag’s all-party declaration in 
support of “any negotiations” leading to a 
free vote on German reunification. 

Too much should not be made of these 
somewhat vague hints at breaking the Berlin 
deadlock, especially since Mayor Brandt is 
running against Dr. Adenauer for the chan- 
cellorship. There.can be as much “campaign 
oratory” ,in Germany as elsewhere. Indeed 
Brandt’s Christian Democratic opponents 
have accused him of reverting to the “neu- 
tralist’” line of the Social Democrats. And 
Brandt has replied by saying that his prede- 
cessor, the late Ernst Reuter, fought Commu- 
nism before the West German republic was 
brought into being. 

West Berlin is an obvious thorn in the 
side of the Russians, if not a bone in their 
throat, and they are not very likely to relax 
their control of East Germany with all its pos- 
sibilities for putting pressure on the Berliners. 
Yet it is to be doubted that they reckon the 
city worth a war. So flexibility on the part 
of Mayor Brandt, if it is genuine, could make 
it easier for the West to propose a new status 
for Berlin, perhaps along the lines suggested 
by Senator Mansfield and others. If the 
Berliners are willing, it will be easier to find 
a way out of the present impasse. 


County Democrats Fail Again 


The County Council’s Democratic majority 
has made a third stab at creating 14 new state 
representative districts, and has failed again. 
On its face this plan does not meet the Mis- 
souri Constitution’s prescription for districts 
as compact and as.nearly equal in population 
as can be. | 

Republican Councilman Murphy describes 
the Democratic draft as ‘‘a ruthless piece of 
gerrymandering for partisan political pur- 
poses.” While his conclusion is not proved, 
still the Democrats have juggled the districts 
in such a way as to throw more than a little 
suspicion on their proposal. 

Thé second plan they put forward accom- 
modated itself reasonably to the requirement 
for districts of equal population. Its districts 
ran from a low of 47,157 persons to a high of 
91,790, or from about 6 per cent below the 


ideal size of 50,252 to about three per cent in 


excess of it. Districts in the latest plan range 
from about 6 per cent below the ideal to some 
11 per cent above it. On that score the pres- 
ent proposal is obviously inferior to the sec- 
ond one. ; 

Another defect of this plan, as of all three 
Democratic drafts, is the failure to create 
compact districts. Mr. Murphy has called 
particular attention to the grotesque shapes 
of the new Fourth and Fifth districts, both 
in normally Democratic territory in the north 
part of the county. Are these designed to 
give one Democratic faction an advantage 
over the other? 

Partisan politics being what itis, the County 
Council is hardly the best place to look for a 
proper. reapportionment. A better agency to 
handle this delicate job would be the Election 
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Board, which by law is set up on a bipartisan 
basis. The St. Louis Election Board made a 
reasonably good redistricting in St. Louis. 


A Veto for the Public 


The truck lobby’s charge that Gov. Dalton 
vetoed its weight bill because of railroad influ- 
ence is ridiculous. The Governor had ample 
reasons for vetoing this measure in the public 
interest. 


One reason is that the measure would in- 
crease the maximum gross weight of trucks 
from 32 to 36% tons while decreasing the re- 
quired wheelbase, thereby permitting more 
damage to old roads and bridges. The High- 
way Department opposed the change in the 
bridge formula but lost. As for road damage, 
the truckers argued that Missouri was build- 
ing new highways adequate for bigger trucks. 
But few of our existing roads have been built 
to these heavier standards, as Gov. Dalton 
noted. 

A second reason for the veto is that the 
Legislature flatly refused to wait upon the re- 
sults of two years of exhaustive tests of traffic 
and pavements at Ottawa, Ill. The results are 
expected this fall. They may show what ef- 
fect big trucks have on various pavements 
and whether trucks are paying a fair share 
of the cost of roads built primarily to accom- 
modate them. Missouri should not accept the 
truckers’ rush-act until it has these facts. 

Instead of answering’ the Governor's two 
counts fairly, the Missouri Bus and Truck 
Association stooped to a low attack on his 
motive. The lobby also overlooked the con- 
siderable fact that the issue is not one simply 
between trucks and railroads. There is a 
more important third party involved—the pub- 
lic which supports the road system and elected 
the Governor to speak for it. 

It is true, as the truckers complain, that 
Missouri now represents a low-weight road- 
block to east-west traffic of heavyweight 
trucks. Kansas just recently adopted the 
higher limit; Illinois already had it. We 
agree that more uniform truck weights across 
the nation would be good for trucking, for in- 
terstate commerce and for Missouri’s eco- 
nomic stake in both. 

But for many years the truckers have used 
weight rises in one state to push for higher 
weights in neighboring states. Missouri need 
not succumb to this jockeying for ever-larger 
juggernauts until it has the Ottawa evidence 
on which to act. Two years hence, the Leg- 
islature should review truck weights and fees. 
Gov. Dalton’s veto assures the public of this 
opportunity for a fair and factual study. 


For a Lovelier You 


It is difficult sometimes, reading the adver- 


tisements in the slick magazines, not to be 
overcome by the loveliness of American wom- 
en. This loveliness can be enhanced by vari- 
ous means—foundation garments, lipstick, nail 
polish, eye shadow, philtres for gaining and 
losing weight, multicolored rinses. But  al- 
ways there is the basic presumption of love- 
liness. Madison Avenue is convinced, appar- 
ently, and probably rightly, that you cannot 
address your appeal to a bag of bones and a 
hank of hait and hold out the prospect of 
improvement. All women are lovely to begin 
with, but by their own efforts may become 
even lovelier. We used to be rather cynical 
about this, but the older we get the more we 
are convinced they are getting lovelier and 
lovelier. Whatever happened to Dr. Coue, 
anyhow? 


Still No Farm Program 


Secretary of Agriculture Freeman has ex- 
pressed the hope that when the omnibus farm 
bill reaches the floors of the Senate and House 
the controversial provisions for strengthening 
farm programs will be restored. Hope springs 
eternal, and we admire Mr. Freeman’s opti- 
mism, but since the provisions have been re- 
jected by Senate and House committees there 
is not much chance Congress: will accept them. 

The committees have removed the meat 
from the Administration program—the plan to 
give Mr. Freeman and farmer advisory com- 
mittees authority to draft measures for sta- 
bilizing farm production and prices, subject 
to congressional approval—and have left only 
the shell. So the farm program apparently 
will remain pretty much as it is, with further 
accumulation of costly surpluses to be expected. 

The nature of the opposition that brought 
about defeat of the program has been ex- 
plained clearly by The New Republic maga- 
zine. The powerful Farm Bureau Federation, 
which violently opposed the Brannan Plan a 
decade ago, also opposed the Kennedy pro- 
gram, but the most effective opposition came 
from various commodity associations each rep- 
resenting growers of asingle crop. Livestock, 
milk, poultry, cotton, fruits and vegetables 
were in this category. 

Several days ago Mr. Freeman praised the 
“remarkable record of efficiency and produc- 
tion” of American farmers, but he said that 
the public has failed to understand the need 
for managing this abundance. Perhaps it is 
not so much a question of understanding as 
refusing to face the facts. There must be 
either a free market or controls; price sup- 
ports without adequate controls can lead only 
to more surpluses. 

The productivity of American agriculture 
is the envy of the world, including the world 
of Premier Khrushchev, one of the Soviet 
Communist party’s chief agricultural experts. 
It is ironic that this abundance cannot be more 
widely used for the benefit of mankind. It 
cannot be managed even by those who pro- 
duce it. 


Scheduling the Big Boom 


In an apparent effort to make those thun- 
derous sonic booms less disconcerting in the 
St. Louis area, the Air Force is announcing 
weekly schedules of B-58 bomber flights which 
are likely to release ripping pressure waves 
from on high. The intent is good, no doubt, 
but the result is uncertain. “It is one thing 
to have a burst of shock waves surge down 
and surprise an unsuspecting individual some- 
what as a flash of lightning does. It is per- 
haps a worse thing to sit and wait expect- 
antly, as the hour draws nigh, and hunch up 
tensely. If the sudden, sharp penetrating 
roar materializes, atleast it is on schedule 
and over. If it does not, the tremulous indi- 
vidual can torment himself by wondering if 
the B-58 bomber is behind schedule and the 
blast is yet to come. There just isn’t any easy 
way to accept this artificial thunderclapping 
that the Air Force euphemistically calls “the 
sound of security.”

The high cost of government is: one 
of the burdens and problems of our 
time, and it is difficult to see how 
most of the costs can be reduced.

Between Book Ends The Lasting Force? 


SUN YAT-SEN AND COMMUNISM, 
by Shao Chuan Leng and Norman D. 
Palmer. ( Praeger, 234 pgs. $6. No. 
10 in the University of Pennsylvania 
Foreign Policy Research Institute 
Series.) 


For years the question of Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen’s political orientation has been 
the subject of much debate and con- 
jecture. As the founder of modern 
China—and it is thus that he is revered 
today by the Chinese people—Dr. Sun 
was somewhat close to the Chinese 
Communists in their early days. And 
many in the West have wondered just 
how close this association was. 


In an attempt to answer this ques- 
tion, Professors Leng and Palmer 
make an admirable contribution to the 
knowledge of Dr. Sun’s life. Dr, Sun 
won victory—or at least half a victory 
—in 1912, and from that point on be- 
gan his wanderings which eventually 
led him into the celebrated alliance 
with the Soviet Union in the 1920s. 


Explaining this alliance the authors 
suggest that Dr. Sun’s need for assist- 
ance on military lines and his disillu- 
sionment with the West drove him 
“into Russian arms.” Although he 
had many ties with the West, he de- 
veloped an anti-foreign and anti-im- 
perialist sentiment which all but over- 
whelmed the earlier sentiments of 
friendship. He began to espouse social 
as well as political revolution for Chi- 
na, and although his ideas and his 
political philosophy were a hodge- 
podge, there is some cohesiveness in 
his desire for a better China. 

But the question remains. How 
would Dr. Sun regard today’s revolu- 
tion of the Communists? There are 
a variety of answers to that ques- 
tion, and I suppose it would be hard 
to speak‘ out with absolute certainty. 

But authors Leng and Palmer _,sug- 
gest that Dr. Sun would regard the 
revolution he began as “‘still incom- 
plete, and, in all probability, he would 
regard the Communist victory as no 
more than a ‘passing phase, perhaps

Some contend 
that the function of the manager is to 
put the lefthands against the rights 
and say to the umpire, ‘Are you out 
of your skull?’ and so on, But this is 
not true. The function of the baseball 
manager in American society is to get 
fired. I am writing my thesis about it. 

“Here in your village—pardon me,, 
your city—things have not gone well. 
The long ball has not been working, 
the police are in a turmoil, the outdoor 
theater has displeased the rain gods. 
So you fire the baseball manager. 

“It is civilized, It is much simpler 
than inflating a rhinoceros—a messy, 
messy business. There is no erosion 
of your supply of beautiful maidens. 

“And it is humane. The man you 
fire goes home to his family. He 
doesn’t have to be fished out of the 
river, He can go be a manager some- 
where else—until it is necessary once 
more to go through the cleansing ritual. 

“If every village in my country could 
have a baseball manager to fire when 
the evil spirits needed to be appeased— 
if I could take that message home—I: 
would feel that it has been worthwhile 
to make the sacrifice of living here in 
this country where a man can’t get a 
decent mess of muck beans.”

lowa, th © hopeful advances are 
being made by imaginative 
young persons in many research 
areas 

Dr. Braley’s speech was read 
by Dr. Robert C. Watzke, as- 
sistant professor of opthalmol- 
ogy at lowa State. 

Dr. Braley said that &2 per 
cent of the institute's federal 
support is spent in the neurologi- 
cal field and 25 per cent is spent 
to study blindness and other 
sensory disorders. He said great 
gains can be expected, particu- 
larly in the realm of childhood 
brain and cye disease. 

He noted further that tracho- 
ma, glaucoma and diabetes are 
diseases of special concern. 

Although trachoma affects few 
persons in the United States, he 
said, nearly half the population 
of Asia, Africa and Asia Minor 
suffers from it. Trachoma, an in- 
flammatory disease, Causes scar 
tissue and eventual blindness 

Glaucoma is one of the major 
of 


causes blindness and _in- 
creased efforts must be made to 
conquer it, he said. Glaucoma 


is marked by hardening of the | 


eyeball due to excessive internal 
pressure 

Dr. Braley said that diabetes 
and its associated ocular defects 


account for many cases of blind- | 


ness every year. Important 
studies are being made to deter- 
mine why diabetics sometimes 
become blind, he stated 

At a membership breakfast be- 
fore the speech, Miss Mary 
Helen Ecker, a United States 
Public Health Service secretary 
in Washington, D. C., received 
The Alfred Allen Memorial 
Award for outstanding volunteer 
service to the blind 

Miss Ecker, who is sighted but 
who has learned Braille in. 15 
years of assisting the blind, was 
presented with a certificate and 
a wristwatch with Braille char-

Change in Tenevoous. 


Fishery biologists of Mis- 
souri and other states are 
watching with great interest 
the change taking Lane in 
Lake Taney- 
como. This 
22-mile lake, 
finished in 
1914, the first 
major im 
poundment in 
Missouri, was 
formed by a 
private com- 
pany for the 
production of 
electricity. It 
was noted for 
warm-water fishing and was a 
top producer of crappie and 
hass for a great number of 
years. Prior to the construc- 
tion of Table Rock Dam, Tan- 
eycomo was managed solely 
for crappie, bluegill, bass and 
other warm-water fish. 

When Table Rock Dam was 
activated, the water tempera- 
ture in Taneycomo underwent 
a decided drop. The water 
released from Table Rock is 
drawn from the bottom strata, 
and the cold current is so 
apparent that it can be identi- 
fied at K Dock and Bull Shoals, 
16 miles below Powersite Dam 
at the terminal end of Taney- 
como. Swimming has been 
virtually eliminated, at the 
lake’s beaches, and water ski- 
ing has been greatly restrict- 
ed. But rainbow trout attract- 
ed by the cold currents are 
taking the place of crappie 
catches that formerly provided 
most of the fishing fun. 

The Missouri Conservation 
Commission is licensed by the 
Department of the Army to 
manage 301 acres of land and 
water just downstream from 
Table Rock Dam. Much of 
the 301 acres is available for 
access to the tailwater area 
helow the dam, part of the 
water itself, and on the re- 
mainder the commission has 
constructed the Shepherd of 
the Hills Hatchery at a cost 
of $201,581. 


Non-Fee Water 


According to P. G. Bar- 
nickol, superintendent of fish- 
eries, this hatchery station (1) 
provides trout for the Mera- 
mec Park fee fishing area, (2) 
is used to supplement trout 
production at the Bennett 
Spring area, (3) provides trout 
for non-fee areas in southwest 
Missouri, and (4) provides for 
the state releases in the Shep- 
herd of the Hills area below 
Table Rock Dam, including all 
of Lake Taneycomo and some 
inevitable spill-over into upper 
Bull Shoals. All this water 
operated as a non-fee area. 

There have been 30 releases 
of trout below Table Rock 
Dam. The first release, made 
in 1958, was on an experi- 
mental basis of 700 fish weigh- 
ing 340 pounds. The. largest 
came from the federal Norfork 
Hatchery consisting of 90,707 
trout with a weight of 25,509 
pounds. To date federal and 
state facilities have released 
§93,334 trout weighing in ex- 
cess of 180,000 pounds. 

The release of state-reared 
trout, which are at least 10 
inches in length, are made five 
times each year beginning in 
late February, again in mid- 
April and in late May, June 
and August. Releases of the 
federal fish, most of which are 
four to eight inches in length, 
are made as they become 
available. 


Adjustment Question 


“There are four principal 
tributaries flowing into Lake 
Taneycomo excluding the 
White river,’ Barnickol said. 
‘These are Bull Creek, the 
largest, entering the lake near 
Rockaway Beach; Turkey 
creek, the second largest, near 
Hollister; Roark creek at 
Branson, and Bee creek below 
Branson. The later two are 
small and there are others 
which are still smaller. 
“Just how much warm wa- 
ter production these will pro- 
vide and how much their prod- 
uct will support warm water 
fishing in Lake Taneycomo re- 
mains to we seen. This is dif- 
ficult to predict because we 
doubt that the warm water 
fish population in Lake Taney- 
como has become fully adjust- 
ed to its new environment. 
We are following this and the 
trout fishery in Taneycomo 
through various kinds of inves- 
tigations and we expect to be 
able to detect stabilization of 
the warm water fishing when 
it finally occurs.” 
In the meantime, more than 
a half-million trout are swim- 
ming about looking for salmon 
eggs, balls of cheese, gobs of 
worms, or plastic worms to 
greedily grab. There is no fish-

LONDON, July 12 (AP)—Paul 
Pender, stripped of his share of 
the world middleweight cham- 
pionship, prepared today to go 
home to Boston to see his new 
baby daughter and start work- 
ing to regain his title 

Terry Downes, the 25-year-old 
hattling Briton, who served in 
the U.S. Marines, whipped him 
hefore 12,000 wildly cheering fans 
in Wembley indoor stadium last 
night, Pender retired with a cut 
ever his left eye at the end of 
the ninth round. 

There is an agreement for a 
return bout in America within 
% days. It is likely to be in 
Boston, but Downes’ manager, 
Sam Burns, said since both men 
suffered cuts there might be a 
slight delay. 

Pender, in his dressing room 
after the fight, scarcely had time 
to think about his defeat. The 
31-year-old boxer from Brook- 
line, Mass., was surrounded by 
friends congratulating him on 
the news that his wife had given 
birth to a daughter in Boston. 


Pender Praises Downes. 


The news reached ringside 
halfway through the fight. Pen- 
der’s seconds kept the news 
from him until the fight was 
over. 

“Downes is a great 
Pender said. ‘He 
Gene Fullmer.”’ 

Fullmer is recognized as world 
champion in most of the United 
States. The crown which Downes 
took from Pender is recognized 
in New York, Massa¢husetts and 
Furope. 

Pender said he thought he 
was slower than when he beat 
Downes at Boston last January. | 
Then it was Downes who retired | 
with a cut nose after 
rounds. 

“T just didn't have the speed,”’ 
Pender said. “It seemed to get 
worse as the fight went on. | 
felt weak. I wasn't making any 
impression on him.” 

Most of the fans, however, 
were surprised when the fight 
ended. Pender, with good defense | 
and penetrating left jabs, had 
held his own on points with a 
fighter who attacked from the 
first bell. 

Pender Had Better of Round. 

Pender had the better of the 
ninth round, although blood 
streamed from his left eye. At | 
the ena of the round referee Ike | 
Powell talked with Pender in his 
corner and then raised Downes’ 
hand in victory. 

Pender admitted afterwards 
that the cut was superficial. 

Pender plans to go home Fri- | 
day, having pocketed $84,000 from | 
the fight. 

Writers Surprised. 

British sports writers expressed | 
surprise over Pender’s retire- 
ment. 

“The end shocked 12,000 spec- 
tators at Wembley last night,” 
said the Daily Mail’s Harry Car- | 
penter. “It was the one result no | 
one had expected.

Rhubarb arrived in Paris 
with Inn and his wife and 
five doubles. Inn told us: 
“Rhubarb is too valuable

oe There was a time when he 
Acy! : could do his own jumping, 

but now I only let him in 

ART BUCHWALD the close-ups. If I’m care- 

ful with him he’s got five or six good years ahead of him, 
and since he’s been averaging $15,000 a year, that could mean 
$80,000 or $90,000.” 

Inn said when he brought Rhubarb over he 
thought it would be for only two weeks. “But they 
keep padding his part and he’s been here six weeks. 

He gets a $1000 a week while he’s working. I didn’t 

have to do it, but I threw in a dog, Skippy, also a 

Patsy Award winner, and four trained mice for the 

same price. One of the mice died going through 

French customs.” 

Inn has 65 dogs and 85 cats under contract. ‘“‘At one time 
everyone wanted dogs, but now 50 per cent of my business 
is in cats,” he said. ‘We got cats that will do everything 
but play gin rummy.” 

In order to work as a dog trainer in the movies, Inn told 
us, you have to belong to the Dog Trainers’ Union, which is 
affiliated with Jimmy Hoffa’s Teamsters Union. 

“But,” he said, ‘“‘you don’t have to belong to a union to 
work a cat. The Teamsters Union is interested only in dogs 
and horses. There’s lots of competition to get a dog a part 
in a film, but I’ve made a specialty of cats, and I can name 
my own price when a producer needs a cat.” 

Sometimes, as in Jerry Lewis’s film, ‘Visit From a 
Small Planet,’’ they need both a cat and a dog. Inn said his 
animals got the part because he has cats and dogs that are 
used to working with each other. “Rhubarb and Skippy 
work together a lot, and when we tried out for the parts in 
front of Lewis I had them kiss each other and lick each 
other’s faces. None of the other cats or dogs could do that, 
so we got the job.” 

Inn said there are more calls for alley cats than 
pure-bred ones, for the simple reason that when a 
scene calls for a cat it usually takes place in an alley 
or on the street, and we all know what kind of cats 
hangout there. 

Rhubarb, for example, is what could be described as “a 
spoiled red tabby cat.” All his doubles are the same color. 
You would think cats would get along in the movie business, 
but Inn says it isn’t so. “If I ever let the six out together at 
one time they'd tear each other to pieces. They don’t mind 
dogs and they can even stand trained mice, but they don’t 
like each other, And naturally all of them are jealous of 
Rhubarb.” 

Inn said when Rhubarb is finished in ‘‘Gigot,” he will 
star in his own picture, called ‘‘Chloe and the Cool Cat.” 

Although Rhubarb will star in the picture and have script 
approval, he will not be able to appear under the name 
Rhubarb,” from which a film was made which introduced 
Rhubarb to the silver screen, Inn doesn’t know what name 
Rhubarb will use in his new film, but he said he would take 
under consideration a name we suggested, which was ‘‘Tab 
Hunter.”

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Doll House Hobby Now a Business 


Two Women Started Playing With Miniatures, Couldn’t Leave Them Alone

THE URGE TO PLAY with 
dolls doesn’t always leave when 
the little girl grows up to be a 
woman. Nor does the desire to 
own a doll house. 

Mrs. Morris Jones, a widow 
working at Ziern’s antique shop, 
found the desire to have a doll 
house s0 overpowering last 
Christmas that she bought one 
for herself. In searching out 
furniture she found another doll 
house she couldn’t resist and 
bought it, too. She called in her 
neighbor, Mrs. Hilton H. Slayton 
and she became interested also. 


“T thought it would be fun to 
fix them up as a hobby,” said 
Mrs. Jones, “‘but before long I 
found I couldn’t leave them 
alone, I'd be working as late as 
3 o’clock in the morning.” 

“As for me,” said Mrs. Slay- 
ton with a laugh, “‘I’d call the 
minute she got home in the 
evening, asking, ‘Can I come 
over?”” 

Finally Helen Jones and 
Kathryn Slayton decided to give 
themselves an excuse to play 
with dolls and doll houses. They 
went into the doll house busi- 
ness. They did have another 
motive, too, Finding how diffi- 
cult pretty doll houses and un- 
usual furnishings were to come 
by they decided there might be 
a wide open market. 


To date they’ve sold two 
houses, three miniature dis- 
play rooms and are starting to 
build up stock for the coming 
Christmas season. The Jones 
house, at 332 Bompart avenue, 
Webster Groves, has a long 
sky-lighted porch filled with 
miniature houses and furnished 
rooms from ski lodge to an- 
tiquer’s delight, 


So much care and ingenuity 
has gone into the detail of each 
house that they cannot be ap- 
preciated at one glance but 
must be studied and observed 
by degrees, As you note the 
antique gilt framed mirror, in 
perfect scale for the Victorian 
parlor, the moose head over a 
stone fireplace, the cookbook 
and ironstone tureen on one 
table, the birthday cake on an- 
other, the lighting fixtures, pic- 
tures, even hand stitched sam- 
plers on the wall, your obvious 
question is, ‘‘Where do you find 
it all?” 

“From everywhere,” Mrs. 
Jones explains, ‘‘Friends give 
me things. I send away for 
things, buy them in variety 
stores, department stores, gift 
shops. The Country Store at 
Missouri Historical Society has 
a great deal, and I’ve been to 
every antique shop in the St. 
Louis area and have bought 
something at most of them. 
Some of the things are im- 
ported, For instance, the dolls 
themselves come from Italy and 
Germany.” 

When they can’t buy the things 
they want, they make them. 


“That rock fireplace in the 
lodge,” Mrs. Slayton ex- 
plained, “is chat out of the 
driveway. It wasn’t white 
enough so we soaked it in a 
solution of household bleach 
and then glued it to the wall 
with household cement.” 


Mrs. Jones’s cousin, a de- 
corator, has given them rug 
samples and these become car- 
peting in the houses, From the 
type of earrings known as 
chandelier earrings, they’ve 
made chandeliers. The gold 
frame of a cameo pin became 
a portrait with the addition of 
a tiny picture. 


Mrs. Jones calls herself the 
“decorator and leg woman.” 
She has hunted down the ready- 
made furnishings, also done the 
painting and papering and made 
such details as crocheted throw 
rugs and the wall hanging which 
says, ‘““God Bless Our Home.” 


Mrs. Slayton has developed a 
talent for making furniture and 
will try anything. 

“Recently Helen called and 
asked, ‘Could you make a minia- 
ture gun rack? I’ve found the 
most intriguing set of miniature 
guns,’”’ Mrs. Slayton related. 
“I said, ‘Just find me a pic- 
ture.’ ”’ 

The miniature gun rack now 
hangs in one of, the rooms. So 
does an antique hat rack that 
she created, a four poster bed 
with ruffled canopy, a harvest 
dropleaf table in an early Ameri- 
can room, and a Duncan Phyfe 
mahogany table, which Mrs. 
Slayton copied from her own 
even to the extension device and 
the extra leaves. 


One of the display rooms is 
built around a white and gold 
piano which Mrs. Jones found 
in a gift shop. With it they have 
used exquisite antique gilt fur- 
nishéngs, most of them Austrian 
imports, but when they couldn't

You can do a half-way decent 
iob by injecting wood glue into 
the joint and allowing it to dry

In the first place, furni- 
ture seldom requires a perfectly 
waterproof adhesive and if one 
were to be used, it would be 
virtually impossible to take the 
joint apart at sorhe later date 
to replace a broken piece or to 
re-glue certain other joints.

SQUIRRELS LIVE ON five 
continents. Australia is the only 
inhabited continent where they 
are missing as native animals. 

Q. Where do squirrels live in 
North America? 

A. They are found in Canada, 
from coast to coast, in most of 
the wooded areas.
